Although:to the casual observer 
there was no marked phenomena 
yesterday afternoon, névertheless 
the eclipse of the sum duly took 
place and was recorded fully at. 
the Royal Observatory. At about 
4p.m., when the greatest phase was 
.observed, there was little darkening 
‘of the sky noticeable. As the day 
was by that time declining, it was’ 
perhaps all the less noticeable. 

Not a great deal of interest was 
shown, but a good many people with 
the usual aid of smoked glass or 
coloured sun glasses watched the 
various phases of the eclipse.

ouds: One large spot about |’ 
the dimension, of the earth was 
seen on the sun's disc and also two 
groups of spots, one about 100,000 
miles im extent. One spot.in the 
second group was "eclipsed by the 
moon at 3.45.37 p.m. an reappeared 
at 4.36.36 p.m. 

The magnitude of the eclipse was 
(0.43, which means that a little over 
‘one third of ‘the sun's disc was 
eclipsed at the greatest phase. 
The magnitude had: ‘increased 5 
by 3.04 pm. and it remained sta- 
tionary for 14 minutes and thei, 
increased .2 during the “following 
four minutes. It hac. increased by 
.7 by 3.31, and then remained sta- 
tionary. until 8.36. It began to 
increase azain and added 5 by 
3.43 and again remained stationary 
until 3.50, It then decreased 1 
by 4.28 and remained stationary 
for a time and then gradually de- 
ereased, “The barograph and 
thermograph gave normal, traces.
